LoKDON, April 9. — The British sailing 
ship Dundrenncn,. Captain Potter, whioli 
left Tacoma October l.'5th, for Liverpool, 
reached Queenstown, to-day, after a voyage 
of 188 (lays, during the latter part of which, 
the crew suffered frightfully from scurvy. 
Five of the crew were in., a dying condition 
when the vessel sailed into Queenstown, 
and were taken ashore when the situation 
of affairs became known to the authorities. 
The crew had been living for a long time on 
salt food, being out of fresh provisions. 
The sickness of the five men threw all the 
work on tho remaining three, who wore 
able to be on duty, and the latter were fast 
running down when^ the vessel got into 
port. 

I'lHlcr iin<) lioiiic Rule. 

London, April !). — The declaration of tho 
Ulster Loyalists, through their repreaenta- 
tatives, that they would use all [)asaible 
means to overthrow Irish Homo Rule, if it 
were enacted, besides preventing its en- 
ai:tuient if possible, baa caused a sensation 
in political circles. No ono pretends that 
the Irish Loyalists arc iu earnest. It is 
known that they are organized and ready 
for a struggle whenever a Home Rule Par- 
liament should attempt to assume authority 
over them.

Now that the charter to the B. C. South- 
ern railway has boon granted, Messrs. Earle 
and Prior, and their colleauges, are urging 
the Government to grant a federal subsidy 
to Lho road. The general feeling among 
the members, however, is that the subsidy 
will not bo granted, as it is morally certain 
that a line through Crows' Nest will be built 
irrespective of the subsidy, and they feel 
that other roads in British Colunibia are 
deserving fiiiaucial aid as, for iuslauco, the 
Cariboo railway.

An Act E.xtendiiifi: Charter and Land 
Grant— Railway to Northern 
End of Island. 



Canadia. Northom to Secure Laiul 
Grant if Caiiiiilian Wtisterii 
Hoes not Bcfjiii. 



The Hon. Mr. Turner, yesterday, brought 
down a bill entitled, "An Act respecting 
tlio Canadian Western Central . Railway 
Company, and the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way Company." Tho Act is divided into 
three parts. 

Part I jM-ovides for the oxtensioa of the 
time limit of the subsidy and charter of the 
C((na(liau Western Central. 

Part II provides for a conditional grant 
of land to the Canadian Northern Railway, 
similar in extent to tho Canadian Western 
Central grant. 

Part III, sec. -1, provides that upon 
security being furnished that there will bo 
an expenditure of lifty thousand dollars by 
the 1st of August, IS'.I.'!, in surveys, etc., 
for the railway, the lirat part of the Act 
shall be declared to be in force. No such 
order will bo made after four months from 
the passage of the Act. Sec. 5 provides 
that, in case no order is made under the 
provisions of sec. I, the second part may be 
declared to be in force. Sec. (i makes it 
lawful for the ( loverniiieiit to arrange for 
the building of a line of railway from the 
terminus of the Is. it N. railway ut Welling- 
ton, to a convi.'iiicnt ([loiiit on the nortliernciid 
of Vancouver Island, by tho company that 
undertakes to build the lino on lho Main- 
land. Sec. 7 provides for the granting of a 
land subsidy of — acres, per mile, in alter- 
nate sections, to the railway so built on tho 
Island. 

The above hill revives, under certain con- 
ditions, the charter and land grant of tho 
Canadian Western. If that company does 
not come up, within four months, with the 
necessary guarantee that $50,000 will be ex- 
pended by the 1st August, 180.S, their char- 
ter and subsidy lapses. It will then bo 
within the power of the Lieut.-Govornor in 
Council to arrange that the land grant bo 



given tho Canadian Northern Co. ,on tho ne- 
cessary guarantee of expenditure by tho Ist 
August, IS'J.'i, being furnished. This gives 
the Can-idiiin Western Co., who have been 
negotiating with Eastern capitalists to build 
the line, the opportunity to complete the 
deal, and secure their charter and land 
grant. In the event of these negotiations 
not coming to a successful completion, then 
the now company, the Canadian Northern, 
may take their place and carry ■ out the 
schema, under similar conditions. 

The provision made for tho building of a 
line from Wellington to the northern end 
of the Island is a wise one. It will permit 
the necessary connections with the main- 
land lino, and also open up the northern, 
districts of the Island, a scheme which will 
meet with the hearty approval of all resi- 
dents of Victoria and the Island. 

(^ol. Kane, at present in Victoria, states 
that his syndicate have all the money and 
executive ability to carry out tho extensive 
uudi.-rtakiiig. He will immediately arrange 
for the formation of a construction company 
to carry on tho work, wdiich will bo begun 
immediiitely by sending surveyors into tho 
Held. The necessary depo.sit as a guaran- 
tee will he forthcoming as soon as he can 
commmiiciUe with his jirinaipals. 

Mr. Northcy, the active [jromotcr of the. 
Canadian Northern, is absent from Victoria, 
hut will return in a few days. He has as- 
sociated with him the principal capitalists 
of Tacoma and several of Philadelphia. 
Mr. Nortliey will shortly take up his resi- 
dence in Victoria.

Mr. Carmichael remarks,^ in discussing 
the foregoing figures, •' The general analysis 
of Victoria water as shown is good, in fact 
a little above the average at the present 
time. The less total solids iu a water, 
token as a rule, the purer it ia ; but for 
drinking a small quantity of mineral solid 
matter is beneficial rather than otherwise; 
Victoria water has a very small amount^of 
solid matter. 

" Chlorine occurs in drinking water usual- 
^fjjr, in combination with sodium as common 
pp'Salt, in itself it would not do 
much harm, but tho presence of 
chlorine is, in some indirect manner, 
. an indication of sewage contamination. If

THE SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 

What Is Beloer Done on this Important Work 
f —Uany Items of Interest. 

The following items onncerning the work 
t/hat has been done on the sewerage system, 
•during the past few month?, will be found 
'to bo of general interest. They show how 
well matters are progressing : 

Commencing at the outlet of Clover 
Point, during the low tides, a large num- 
ber of men are working bhi.sting out tlie re- 
nuiindcr of tlie trench for tiie reception of 
• steel mains running out beyond low water. 
Tiiat portion of the work from the steel 
main to the conmiencement of the tunnel is 
already completed. It measures a distance 
of four hundred feet, and is all inverted and 
arched witli concrete, showing a perfectly 
smooth and even surface. It has only been 
finished for a short time, ljut, notwithstand- 
ing this, is already as hard and firm as 
sranite, proving beyond a doubt the excel- 
lence of the material used in its construc- 
tion. From this point, running ' north on 
Moss street for a distance of thirteen hun- 
dred feet, the invert, or lower half, is also 
completed, and a good deal of it is also 
arched. Over four hundred feet of this 
piece, however, will not need arching, as 
the native rock is eo hard that :t does uol 
require any support or covering. The top 
of this stretch ia carried up with concrete, 
the sides sloping back to tlie heiglit of one 
foot above the line of springing. This will, of 
course, elVect a con-jiderable saving of costly 
concrete work. 

Of the tunneling v/ork and large main 
there remain, not yet completed, about four 
hundred feet, and labor <ui this portion ha.s 
been suspen lL-d for several days, on account 
of the ■water having been dammed up by 
p.'.rties claiming some of the adjacent land, 
thereby obstructing a natural water course. 
Thus it will bo seen that only a small ])or- 
tion of the '2, 101) feet of tunnel work re- 
mains uncompleted. 

From tho point last spoken of, the main 
spwor through Snowden street to Cook and 
tlieucB to View street ia completed, and all 
that piece along Southgate, through the 
MacTavish and Convent grounds, is now 
being worked on by a large force of men, 
OS ia also that part, as yet unfinisheil, be- 
tween the foot of Government street along 
Wharf to the Custom House. From this 
)ioint, the main is also nearly completed to 
Pembroke and Douglas streets. Three 
cangs of men are now filling it in and finish- 
ing up generally. The man holes on Hum- 
boldt, Yancouver and Douglas streets are all 
finished.

The Black Ulaniimd SiscoTerod 'on Tumbo

V'.'iTho triuisfer of the Tuinbo Islaml Coal

?";.0h the 2Ist January last, 'Sir. V. W'atelet 
arrived in Victoria, and at once proceeded 
to tho property and commenced develop- 
ment work. Ho has continued liis arduous 
lab ira over since, and a few days ago was 
rewarded by discovering a rich seam of 
coal at u depth of 60 feet, and running a 
ooDsiderable distance from aouth-eaat to

etc., are on the south side of tho island, 
al)out50 feet from high water mark, with 
ample harbor aocommodution, no that tho 
shipment of the black diamond will be com- 
paratively inc^pensivo. Operations have 
been progressing wonderfully, more than 
,')0,000 square foot of rock having been 
blasted, and a shaft of lOxl'2 sunk to a 
depth of CO feet. Tho machinery ia nil in 
position, and Jlr, ^Vutelot is delighted with 
the jirospects, and hopes soon to commence 
the shipment of coal. From the ])osition of 
the nunu and the quantity of the coal, a 
sample of whicli was shown to eome experts 
and a CoLONl.'^T rejiorter, yesterday, it ia 
safe to predict a large output and a cheap 
article. Mr. Chas. Gabriel, one of tho old 
proprietors of the mine, returneil froni the 
island with Mr. W'atelet, yeaterdny, and is 
ecjually sanguiea as to the prospects.

She left San Francisco 
two weeks ago with orders to visit tho 
Sound ports, and oil' Point Wilson, near 
I'ort I'D'.vnsend, .she went aground.

That laborers are shipped from Asia into 
Canada principally by Cliiiiese comp.uiie.s, 
and a system of slave labor is thus intro- 
duced upon liritish soil: 

That ChineHO aa a class are injurious to 
Canada, as they ridicule our religion and 
our laws; they evade punishment for crime 
and payment of custom imposts and ta.\e.s; 
they establish organizations amongst them- 
selves which are above the law of ('anada and 
80t it at defiance! thoy introduce loathsome 
diseases and demorali/.ing habits, and sel- 
dom aid their siolc and infirm; they trade 
almost exclusively amongst _ their own 
people, and send a largo portion of their 
earnings to Asia; they are a non-assimilat-

No one can think of the be- 
reaved householil, over which the Angel of 
Death now broods, without synipui hizing 
with the parents who have been so suddenly 
deprived of their child. But, sir, while we 
drop a tear for the dead, we should not for- 
get that we owe a duty to the living. 1 have 
cuefully ie;id the evidence tiikeii before 
the ceroiier, and I do not find therein jusli- 
licatioiis for your strictures. It was ni>t 
shown that llie cur was running at u high 
rate of speed, and the fact that it was 
broken up in a little more ibin iis length, 
on a down grade, proves that it must luive 
been running at :i rate far below III miles 
an hour. In your article, you ignore eii 
tirely the evidence that the front of the cir 
had passed the boy, when a man reiu:heil | i 
out to griisp him, while another boy threw j i 
a stone at him, whereupon, the deceased j i 
juni)ieil iKickward, and falling between I I 
the fore and bind trucks, was run over.liy 
the latter and eruslied t.) death, (iranteil 
that the c.irs Inbitiially run at too high a 
rate of speed, what can tliat fact possibly 
have to do with the accident on Douglas 
street, when it is shown that that the speed 
at the moment was not high ? May I < not 
claim your indulgence while I further point 
out that the presence qf the above wood- 
cutter drew the ])oor lad into the street; 
that the noise of tlio -tiavVS prevented him 
hearing the a|)pri'acli of the oar, although 
he was at a safe distance from it, and that 
when be stepped back to avoid the stone 
ami the (,'rasp of the hand, he was uncon- 
scious of its proximity, and ho tell a victim 
to !i combination if c:uises.

Complaints are constantly made by tlie con' 
ductors and motorneera that children — 
especially on Daugloa and Fort streets — are 
in the habit of running in front of a oar to 
"dare "' it, and then jumping aside as the

imnmnity from accidents there must be co 
operation — parents, tlie ])oliee. and citi/ena 
generally must co-operatu with the car 
company.

All care and all watc:hful- 
uess should not la; exacted from the car em- 
ployes wdiile children are a!low-cd to covet 
death by suddenly appearing in front of 
moving cars, and street sawmills are tolcr 
ated on narrow or crowded streets.

It is to bo hoped that 
the result of your timely warning will 
be that the managen:enl of the Irjinway 
will take steiis to provide thenisclvcs with 
a sulliciency of rolling slock, mine fri'i|uent 
crossing places, and, mii.it iinpui tint ot all, 
trained ollicials capable of ilireeliiig the 
movements ot the car service, so that it will 
bo continuous and up to schedule. They 
cannot expect to have first-class motorneers 
at less than laborers wages. Such men can- 
not be expected to give good service. Any 
ono who understands t|ie management of a 
business where a largo number of skilled 
men are 'employed, will agree that, in order 
to secure excellent and economical work, 
the best of workmen must be engaged and 
decent reinuneratioii 'given. Careless or 
ignorant employes are more cxpen.sivo than 
llie.se, and the managenieiit of the traniw:iy 
should be :i.ware that such an employe in 
tlieii' service, m:iy cause them f:ir more loss, 
by a costly suit for damages, or in destruc- 
tion of their rolling stock, than would pay 
for the highest priced labor tliej' could 
secure. Itisintlieir own best interests, 
as well as that of the public, Lliiit the Tram- 
way company should make some radical 
changes in their present methods of running 
the cars.

Eoclanil and Italy Overrule Turkey, Franco 
iiud Ilussla. 

London, April 8.— #Lord Salisbury scored 
in tho diplomatic contest with France and 
Russia, over the firman of investiture of the 
Khedive of Kgpyt. When the .Sultan's en- 
voy, I'.ymili I'ashu, arrived at Cairo, the 
I'ritish .Minister, ,Sir Kvelyn faring, sus- 
pecting siiuijlliing i)f 'hiplieity, asked for a 
crj])y lit the ilocunicnt, and when lOyoub 
I'aslni refused to coinmunicatu the contents 
of tho linuan until after investiture. Minis- 
ter liiiring advised the Ivhedivo not lo |)ro- 
ceed with the ceremony. Kyoub I'asha 
thin disclosed the substance of the 
lirniaii, the nature of which had 
bia n known and ap])roveil by 
li'raiice iiiul lUissia before the missive lett 
Constantinople. The Italian sijuadron, 
which was about to leave Alexandria, got 
orders to stay, and the oiiicers on leave 
were recalled to their ships. 

Yesterday the British and Italian am- 
bassadors at Constantinople sent a joint 
note to tho grand vizier, saying that the 
firmnn must 1)0 altered or Kyoub I'asha re- 
called. There seems to lie no mistaking the 
emphatic and peremptory character of the 
note and the imiiieJiate result. Telegrams 
were received by tho kliedive from the 
Siillaii to day, saying that the lirinan would 
b'! iiioililieil, omitting the delinition of the 
frontier. To night Cairo dispatches st;ite 
that t lie settli-'iiient has given the greatest 
satisfaction there. The foreign ollicc is re- 
ticent, except to coulirni tho atutoment of 
the dillioulty on the point of solution, al- 
though the day for an invoatigation is not 
fixed.

He suildeiily produced an article of 
cylindrical shape, which had the appearance 
of a dynamite e:irtridge. He explained that 
it was an infernal inacliine, and he intended 
to blow himself and all others in the build- 
ing to pieces. There was a atani|)ede by 
the speetat )ra, and the judge iind clerk lied 
in terror and sought places of safety. The 
article which looked like a cartridge proved 
to be a baniina. It was stated by Rava- 
cliol's attorney that he had made a coufes- 
siou, although innocent, in order to shield 
his comrades. 

AsHaHslnntcil by AnarrlilslH. 

Bkulin, April 8. — Near Kosrcleg, a vil- 
lage in I'rusaia, Dr. Poninsky, a high Polish 
ecclesiastic, was waylaid by four men and 
riddled with bullets. The villagers pur- 
sued the assassins and after a desperate 
light killed two of them, and the two re- 
maining, seeing esci;pe iinpos.sibio, took 
their own lives. On each body was found a 



red ticket with the words "Execution Com- 
mittee of Polish anarchists," Dr. Poninsky 
had incurred the wruth of the anarchists. 
Great indignation exists, and clTorts will bo 
mado to capture the other conspirators. 
Some persons assert that the assassins were 
nothing but common robbers, wI\o took' ad- 
vantage of the prevailing excitement to use 
cards signed "Committee of Polish Anarch- 
ists" for the purpose of frightening 
Dr. Poninsky into surrendering nioneyi ; of 
which he was known to have large 'snniS r in 
connection with bis position in .tne.chiirch. 
If it should prove true that the 'assnssins 
are really anarchists it is thought' that- the 
whole band of conspirators will soon bia. 
arrested.

Madrid, April S,— Tho Minister of Jus-- 
tice has declared that all fonicntera of dis- 
turbances, and all persons advocating anti- 
social principle s, must be treated with the 
greatest severit y. Possessors of bombs or 
other explosives convicted of an intention to 
use them will be punished with penal servi- 
tude for life. The authorities w^re ordered 
to break up all socialist meeting^ 

Anarclilst Incendiaries. 

Vir.NNA, A])ril S. — The alarm occasioned 
by the freijuency of incendiary fires con- 
tinues.

.sometimes very aggravating, but no amount 
of provocation should cause a motorneer to 
do anything that will endanger their lives 
or their limbs. If it is necessary lo stop 
the car in order to clear them out of the 
road, it is clearly tho duty of the tramway 
employes to stop the car. There is a time 
to give parents a locttire but it is not, just 
after a child has been killed on the track. 
That is the time to warn aud admonish the 
> company and its employes. 

THE CORONEH'S U'OHK. 

A respected correspondent directs atten- 
tion to the part taken by the Chief of Police 
at tho inquest on the victim of the last 
tramway accident. We are quite at a loss 
to understand what warrant that official 
had to interfere in the proceedings. He 
had no more right to ask ijucations of wit- 
nesses and to criticise the observations 
made by jurymen, than any spectator in 
the room. It is tho business of tho Coroner 
to conduct tho enquiry, and so strict are 
Coroners who understand their duty and 
are capable' of performing it, that they 
question the right of meinbers of tho legal 
profeasion to do more than to watch tho pro- 
ceedings on behalf of their clients. Tliere 
aro times when it is important that a 
Coroner's inquest should be most carefully 
and skilfully conducted, but how can it be 
so conducted if tho Chief of Police is allowed 
to ask what questions ho pleases, aud lo 
administer rebukea to jurymen, who have a 
right to question witnesses. Tlie Chief of 
Police has no status in the Coroner's Court, 
and has no authority to examine a witness 
or to take any part in tho proceedings, and 
the Coroner should not allow him or any 
one else to exorcise tho authority, and to 
perform tho duty which he, and he ulono, is 
authorized to exorcise aud perform. 

We aro not surprised to sou the inquest 
conducted as it was, desoribedaso "screan- 
ing farce." The business was exceedingly 
eerious, and it ought to have been seriously 
: and properlycbnduoted. Tho jury l)roiight 
in a sensible verdict in apito of tliu Coroner 
uud tho Chief of Police, But it might have 
been very diEforent. "it is to he hoped that 
the Coroner will, in future, take upon him- 
fiolf to conduct the enquiy, and to give the 
jury what aid ho can in coming to correct 
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conclusions'. ''We" trust, too, thiit' ' he'will 
find out what right the Chief of Police has 
to take a part in the proceediogs of his 
Court, and keep him, as well', oa every one 
else present while tho enquiry is going on, 
in bis place. 

MORE BOODLING. 

Nova Scotia has its boodle enquiry. Two 
members of the Provincial -Assembly are ac- 
cused of falsifying the pay sheets of road 
inspectors, increasing the sums-total and 

drawing tho money from the Provinoia 1 
Treaaury. One pay-roll of §'J'JO was in- 
creased to S,'i30,'tO, another of whieli tho 
sum-total was $10Q, or leas, was raised to 
6'2S0, a third of §115 was increased to S-17i5, 
and a fourth from ST5 to S.'J04. 

There aro as many u.s twenty charges of 
this kind. It is alleged that false and 
fraudulent declarations were appended to 
each aud all of the pay sheeta, and that tho 
members accused, "wrongfully withheld por- 
tions of the money so appropriated to the 
said county, and received by them aa afore- 
said." The money said to bo stolon in this 
way, amounts in tho aggregate to (|uitea 
large auu\. 

A comniitteo of the Assembly is engaged 
in enquiring into the charges, and part of 
the evidence is published is the Halifax 
Herald of the 1st inst. From the testimony 
the transactions have certainly an unpleas- 
ant appearance, Tho witnes.ses appear to 
have trusted to their memories alone for 
tlie amounta on the dill'orent pay-sheots, 
but as far as tho enquiry Went, each of tho 
road foremen gave as the amount roooivod 
by him considerably less than the sum 
shown on the pay sheets and drawn from 
the Treasury. Tho indications are just now, 
that before the enquiry is thushed, a very 
ugly and peculiarly mean scandal will be 
\incarthed. 



Tin: CITY'S WATER SUPPLY. 

It will he a pleasant surprise to many to 
find that the water supplied to this city is 
purer than that ordinarily supplied to 
cities. It contains no impurities to speak 
of. It is in all essential respects purer than 
London water, and it is very nearly, if not 
quite, as pure as the water of tlio famous 
Loch Katrine. Through tho stupidity of 
those to whom the work of supplying tho 
city with water was entrusted, the water 
that Victoryuis have to drink is not quite 
so clear or so palatable as it ought to have 
been. But the analysis shows that it ia 
purer, anil, thertfore, more wliolosoiiie than 
water that sparkles more and is more plea- 
sant to the taste. If Victoria's water sup- 
ply had not been draws throught a s wamp, 
instead of being taken from Elk Lake 
direct, Victoria water would be in every 
respect aa good as that supplied to any city 
on this continent. Passing througli tho 
Bwamp has not, it appears, douo the water 
so much harm as might be expected. It 
has given it a swampy flavor, but bos not 
added to it any impurities, worth mention- 
ing. Many of our citizens will feel reassured 
when they learn that Victoria water, like 
many other good things, is better tlian it 
looks. When tho improvement which tho 
lioyal Comnii'isioners recommended is cfTec- 
led, the water supply of the city will bo as 
good, and, we believe, as plentiful as could 
be desired. 



PRACTICAL EDUCATION. 

Tho complaint is general tliat young men 
and women, in both town and counliy, no 
matter what their station in life, are disin- 
clined to engage in any laborious occupation. 
The young men are on the look out for some 
"soft snap," and the young women will not, 
if they can possibly help it, do hard work 
or engage in domestic service. Everywhere 
are the farm and the workshop deserted 
for the counling-liouso and the store, and 
everywhere arc good fenialo servanl.i most 
dillicult to bo obtained. This is not the 
case in new countries alone. Somothini; 
like tho samo state of things obtains in tho 
Old Country, ilanual labor and domest-io 
service are not regarded as "respectable,'' 
The "slio]) l.uly " ami tlie factory girl consider 
tlieinselvea some steps higher in the social 
acale than the domestic servant, and llie 
dry gooils' clerk is oU'cnded if ho is ])lacod 
on a level, socially, with the journeyman 
carpenter or blacksmith. Lady Aberdeen, 
in a very interesting paper on "Household 
Clubs," in tho March nuuibcr of the Niuo- 
teenth Century, says : 

" The growing disinclination to iloineHtic 
service which exists amoiigt-t the rising 
generation of boys and girls ia very marked. 
The cry of the servuntless mistress grows 
louder and louder year by year on either 
side of the ."Vtlantic. We hear constantly 
stories of advertisements appearing for 
cooks and laundresses and houseinaicLs, oU'er- 
ing comfortable situations and good wages; 
and receiving answers only from a few ami 
unsuitable applicants, if from any at all, 
whereas advertisements for clerks, secre- 
taries and sales women are answered by the 
hundred. Why are these things so '/ " 

Oueof tho answers to this question is that 
the spread of education in every community 
has caused many persons to bo discontented 
with their positions and ashamed of their 
occupations. This tho friends of popular 
education iudignantly deny. They say, 
and say with truth, that tho intelligent 
moohauic or farmer makes a bettor work- 
man or a better agricultiiraliat than one 
who is wholly without intellectual culture. 
Admitting that this is the case, it does not 
follow that the educated mechanic or 
plonghhoy will be aa contented to remain 
" in Ihiit slate of life in which it has pleased 
Ood to call him " as the one who can barely 
rcul and write, and who ia in danger of 
forgoting even the little he had learned 
in school. 

We have long been of opinion that tho 

kind of education which children got in 
almost all ordinary schools is calcu- 
aled to give them a distaste for 
manual labor of oU kinds, and has 
a teudoucy to cause them to look upon it, 
and its outward and visible signs, us low 



and degrading. The educaiibu of our time 
is exclusively literary. The standards of 
excellence in all schools aro purely intellec- 
tual. Prizes and praises are bestowed for 
progress in mental work of many kinds. 
Naturally the boys and girls come to think 
that it they become t;ood scholivrs they have 
done all that is necessary to prepare them 
for tho battle of life, and they are led to 
believe that those occupations which re- 
quire tho exercise of tlie learning they have 
actiuired arc the most ilcsirallc as well aa 
tho moat respectable. It would be strange 
if tho education given to the children in all 
schools would have any other result. Not 
oidy does it cause them to prefer intellectual 
and semi-intoUectual pursuits, but it breeds 
in them a positive dislike of physical exer- 
tion—except for sport— and manual labor 
of all sorts. 

Tho euro ■ for this — and a cure is required 
— is to make work, work with the hands, 
part of the common school education of 
every child, rich and poor, gentle and 
simple. Tho boy or girl who learna to work 
in school, and lo take pride in Ilia or l.icr 
work will not grow up to despise manual 
labor and those who are engaged in it. 
^\'orkshop8 should be attached t(? every 
school in the towns, and gardens where 
suliieient ground can bo procured. There 
is not a boy in tho country who will not bo 
benefitted both intolleclually and pl'.yaically 
by learning tho use of tools and by being 
taught practically that his bands were made 
to work with, and that bodily strength was 
given him lo he t.Kcrcieed in e.-irning his 
bread if necessary. There are many boys 
who liavo tho aptitudes necessary lo make 
good mechanics who have very little intel- 
lectual ability, so-called. If the talents 
which these lads possess were cultivated, 
wc would have many more skilful 
mechanics and farmers than we can 
boast of at present, and fewer 
failures in what are regarded as the learned 
profesaioua and in niercaiitile piirsuils. The 
taste for mechanical employment, where it is 
judiciously cultivatedisstrong,andasensiblo 
man should sooner see his son a successful 
carpenter or blacksmith or mechanical en- 
gineer than a briefiesa lawyer, a " stickit 
ndniater," or a ahiftlesa, useless (lc[)endent 
on his pro.sperous relations. We want more 
sturdy independence in these times and less 
gentility. Boys should be taught to work, 
and they should he so educated as- not to be 
ashamed of being engaged in any hone.st 
work and to be too proud or too independent, 
after they are able to gain their own liveli- 
hood, to oat bread which they have not 
earned. 

Technical educatitin is now advocated by 
the leading educationists of the day, and it 
is evident that the time ia not very fur dia- 
tant when it will be the universal opinion 
that the present system oi education is not 
only defective but [KViitivcly hurtful.

The Special Coniinittee Report ou the 
Advisability ot° ISuch a 
Course. 



A special meeting of tho City Council was 
held at the City Hall, last night, to coeeivo 
and discuss tho report of the Special Com- 
mittee appointed to advise the Council as 
to the best means of filling the vacancy in 
tho ofiioe of tho city surveyor and water 
commissioner.

Humber. 

Tho report was as follows : — 

Having made inquiry llieybeg to rojiort that 
in their oiiinion t no li«st method of tilling the 
vacant position of city engineer, surveyor and 
water commiaaioner ia to appoint Mr. A. 10. 
Wllmot, who Is now engaged on tho sewerage 
work, and who could also attend to tho duties 
of city engineer, surveyor and water coinmis 
sioner, and that an additional sum of S7j per 
month to his present salary would securo his 
services. Vour coinnilt lee woiiUl further re- 
coniiuonii that Mr. W'ilniot have tho right to 
nuriu! an a.saisLant surveyor in tho olUco subject 
to the auproval of tho City Council. 

Ai.t), .MoKiLLlOAN moved the adoption of 
tho report. 

Styles said that the present inan- 
ner of appointing a commissioner was 
liardly fair. The Board knew very well 
the circumstances attending the election. 
The man chosen was subsequently thrown 
out.

Frederick' Warde's New and Great 
Play— The Comedy Attractioii 
for Tuesday. 



A Fortnight of Opera— Last Week of 
the Imperial Stock Com- 
pany. 




HE visit of Frederick 
Wttrde and his Com- 
on tlie 14th and lulh 
of the present moiitli, 
may be looked fm- 
ward t(i .'IS ;i treat by 
all who aplii-eciato 
true, luKitii!iale dra- 
matic w(irk. Mv. Wardu is no stranger 
hero; liis " Virgiiiiu.s" of last season will 
long bo ror.ienibered with pleasure by 
Victorians. This year ho has an an- 
usunlly well balanced company and the 
selection of plaj'S for the two nights oii- 
gagoment will meet with unf|ualitied ap- 
proval— "The Lion's Mouth" for the 
opening, and ' Damon and Pythias" for 
the second night. The former play, by 
Henry (iuy Carleton, is not ene of the 
kind for which there is always an 
audience, and in which any popular actor 
can make a hit. It belongs to thostately 
society of dramas written in resonant 
blank verse, in an atmosphere nun ky 
with the smoke of nil the groat passions 
•whoso tiros smouldered under priestly 
robes and the rich garments that clothed 
social and civic powers in ti.'s old cen- 
turies. From its beginning :md its 
course up to the last act, one can easily 
anticipate a tragic ending; but Henry 
Guy Carleton evidently knew his century 
and his public too well to stake his 
drama upon suoli an issue. The play 
ends as till! uitelligont spectator would 
have it end, ah.hough it is what the irrev- 
erent would call a very close pliavo for the 
hero. A diction rich, lluent, aniooth, 
always in keeping with tlio manner of 
speech ol the time, and always as signiQ- 
cant as it is musical and dignified, is 
one of the chief charms of the play. 
The action is neither liasty nor lugging. 
Its interest is comulativo, and up to the 
last moment it is not evident that the 
end will not be tragic. 'I'hero is singu- 
larly littio that is supertiuous in either 
the scenes or the speeches, and there is 
evidence of moat careful revision. The 
story takes a period and a place in which 
everything is possible. Venice, when 
the people were beginning to rebel 
against noble and priestly tyranny; 
Venice, where young fancj' needed only 
a look, a sigh, a handclasp to become a 
passion as strong as that of Romeo and 
Juliet; Venice, where the crushing power 
of the secret accusation, the secret tri- 
bunal ard the secret condemnation was 
most powerful - that is the Venice that 
one sees in the pl.iy. A usur))ing Doge's 
innocent daughter who sees and loves her 
father's enemy and weds him very much 
as Juliet loved and wed tho Montague; 
and a son of tho real Doge, wlio sees and 
loves and weds a lovely girl without 
dreaming that she is the child of tho 
power against which he is phjtting — tlieso 
arc tho central ligures in tlie play. Tho 
Chief Inquisitor, vindictive, treai^herous 
and merciless; tho jailor, who revels in 
his dreadful duties as th.o !;a:;ginan does 
in Barnaby lludgo; Marco, a staunch 
friend and supporter of tho hero, Paul 
de Novara; and Marcella, a friend ot the 
heroine, wlio has the soubrotto tendency 
of most conlidantos, are, witli Friar 
Christopher, who is the Imniisitor's 
Nemesis, tlie otlier okiuients in tho work- 
ing out of the plot. 'I'lio scenes and sit- 
uations in which they tigure are lujt only 
dramatic -in themselves, but they .u u ar- 
ranged so as to get tho beat dramatic 
effect ffoin the arrangement. 





In tho days of bad burlesque, broad 
farce comedies and t'.io ■general bluH' and 
Ijluster of the stage, it is a relief to turn 
to s(j]iiething novel, e.spociallj- if the 
novelty is funny. I'''ir after all the vast 
majority go to tho theater to bo amused, 
to laugh and for the time being to forget 
the cares of this work-a-day world. In 
the Scandinavian ccjuiedy "( )lu (.)lsoii" 
there is a dialect cliai;n.'ti.T wliicli was now 
to tho stage only a season ago, but which 
tho people of tho Northwest arc very 
^ell AC(|iliunted with. "t)lo" the Swede 
who "haf bane in tlocs kontry wane yaro, 
fonit mont and .sex wake," is a delight- 
fully modest hero, who is not like tho 
Irish comedian, everlastingly iiraling of 
his love for his native land, wlii.se niis- 
takcB are genuinely laughalilo, and not an 
imitation of that outrageous liliel, the 
well known German stage clown. All 
who have seen him like "Ole Olson" nnd 
follow him through the pretty little 
comedy with real interest. Amuaenient 
seekers will be glad to laiow that this 
successful ci'inedy will l;e jiresentod here 
on Tuo.sday next by a company of well 
known comedians. 

April is to be a great month for opera, 
but the worst of it is it comas all in the

"Hon. Mr. Turner moved that No. 
35 (Game Act) bo placed on the orders of 
the day for consideration of report on Mon- 
day next.

Report of tho Committee of the Whole on 
the Juror's Act wua adopted; bill redd a 
third time and passed, i 

UARRISON RIVER MDNICH'ALITV. 

Mn. Semlin moved, " That in the opin- 
ion of tliie House the application of A. 'St. Ci 
Humersley for the incorporation of a Munici- 
pality near the mouth of Harrison river be 
granted! provided, that the limits of the 
proposed Municipality do not extend be- 
yond tlie boundary of Now Westminster 
district; further I liat the necessary steps 
have been in accordance with the Munici- 

^'^1Ion!Mi:. Kobson thought this would be 
an unnecessary and almost absurd resolu- 
tion. Municipalities were created under 
the Muiiiciiiai Act, and tlie Government 
wag always most carcfnl in seeing that the 
provisions of that act were complied with. 
Purthcr, the whole subject matter of the re- 
solution had been before the (lovornment 
for some time, and tlie hon. second member 
for Yale (Mr. .Martin) had had the whole 
thing in hand, and had been urging the 
views of his constituents upon the Govern- 
ment. He (Mr. Hobaon) thouijht tlic niouon 
was (luito unnecessary, as it was aljsurd to 
suppose (irst, that the Clovotnment would 
not see that Lhe provisions of the law were 
observed and, second, that the Government 
proposed to force u inunici|):ility upon peo- 
ple who did not want it. The Government 
would do nothing of tho kind, but would see 
that, in any move that was made, the views 
of the interested parties >yould be con- 
sulted. 

After remarks by Messrs. Kitohen, Booth 
ond Semlin, the mation was withdrawn. 

THE COLUMBIAN LinEU 

Hon. Mb. PooiiEY presented tho follow- 
ing report;dVom a select committee of the 
House, viz*^ 1 

Jilii. rirKAKBii:— Your committee to whom 
tho mutter of the scandalous libel and con 
tempt ot James M. Kennedy nnit Uobt. Ken 
nedy was referred, have the lionor to report 
that having enquired into tho matter, Lhoy 
recommend that the House proceed ngninat 
tho said James M. Kennedy and Robert Ken 
nedy, for tho Bttid scandalouB libol and con 
tempt. 

Mil. I'oiisTKK asked leave to explain his 
position us a member of the conunittee. He 
had agreed with the report in order to 
place the matter again before the Plouse, 
but thought now that it was again before 
the House, it should be dropped. 

The report was received. 

Hon. SIr. Davje moved the following 
resolution, viz. : 

Bo it resolved in pursuance of tho recom 

mondation of a Select Committee of this 
House, that Jnnies M. Kennedy and Hob rt 
Kennedy.Mioth ot the city of New Wu.simiiister, 
bo 6vnnmonod to personally ni)pear nt the bar 
of tills Huu.su. on Tuesday, llie iL'lli day of 
April instant, at the hour of 'JiliO o'clock p.m., 
to answer as to a certain article appearlnt; on 
Thursday, tho 171 h of JInrcb. IS'.I:', in Tbu Daily 
Columbian newspaper (whereof it is staled 
that tho said Robert Kennotty and James M. 
Kennedy are the publisliers) entitled, " An 
Outrageous Presumption," which article is a 
scandalous libal upon certain nionibers of this 
House. 

Hon. Mr. Beav:en claimed that as the 
motion referred to the report of a commit- 
tee, notice would have to be given of it. 
He also argued that before the matter 
could bo dealt with, the report of the com- 
mittee would have to be adopted, and two 
days' notice would be necessary in order to 
adopt tlie report. On these grounds be 
■claimed the motion was out of order. 

lilii. Si'KAi;i;i; lield that according to the 
rules of the House (|Ucstion3 of privilege had 
precedence over all other business, and no 
notice of motion was necessary. 

Hon'. Mil. Bkaven replied that this was 
a motion, not a (luestion of privilege. 

Hon. Mr. Kobson said that ihia was 
simply one step in the succession of steps 
nece.^.sary in dealing with the question of 
" privilege. 

Hon. Mlt. 1!i:.iVEN — The question of 
privlege was withdrawn. 

After further discussion on rules of order, 

Mr. SrEAivEK ruled that the motion was 
■perfectly in order. 

Mli. Grant said tliat ho was of opinion 
that when the first summons had been 
issued, if the puldishers of the pajier which 
-contained the alleged scandalous and libel- 
ous article had appeared before the 15ar of 
the House and stated tlrat they had no in- 
tention of sayinf; anything that would re- 
flect upon the character of any hon. gentle- 
man of this House, they would have been 
aeting in their own interests. This, too, 
even if they were of the opinion • that the 
House had no power to summon them. He 
-(Mr. Gi'ant) wished to know, however, if 
the law defining the powers, privileges and 
immunities of the House, passed a few days 
ago, and assented to yesterday by his honor, 
the Lieul.-Govornor, would be retroac- 
tive. He was not in accord with any pro- 
ject to ih^al severely with the oll'endcrs, but 
thought that they ( l\emieily Hro.s. ) should be 
made to understand that wlien tliey went 
beyond certain lines of fair criticism in 
matters of such a nature, they were; going 
outaiile their ri(,'htH, and would lie dealt, 
with by Ihe Hou.ic. ( A |)pliiu.se. ) 

Mil. I'.noWN' claiiiied that the present 
motion ollered a complete .surrender of the 
position taken by tlio (iovernnient, when 
this matter wa.s up before the House 
a short time ago. He thought the 
•whole i|iiestion of privilege should 
be gone into from tho first, and that 
the Houao should not take up tho matter 
where it last left oil'. The language used in 
the article was not outrageous — it was sim- 
ply u matter of taste — and there had been 
made next day in t,he Columbian what was 
almost a practical apology. (Laughter.) Ho 
defended the language used on the ground 
that tho cxcitciiicnt in New Westminster 
ran high, and that tho Private Bills Com- 
mitteo liad not acted in a judicious manner 
ia dealing with the application for the char- 
ter for toe Twin Cities Bailway Company. 
The fact of the matter was that public in- 
terests had been sacrificed for private indi- 
viduals. He called upon every hon. mem- 
ber who had duo regard for tho liberty of 
the subject to vote against the motion and 
defeat it. 

Mil. Maiitin .said that when every hon. 
mendicr of the liouae was elected, he laid 
himself open to fair and honest criticism, 
but there was a limit to this, and he, for 
one, objected most strcniioUKly to any such 
mean, cowardly, dirty, undiMliand attacks, 
such as had hecli made against hon. mem- 
bers of tho Private Hills cnmniillee. He 
bad no wish or desire to punish the pulilish- 
ers of that libel severely, hut had they made 
an apology, or said that they had no inten- 
tion of casting such scandalous reflections 
upon members of the House, he (Mr. Mar- 
' tin)-would have, like any otlicr gentleman, 



been most happy to have accepted tlie 
apology.- 

Dk. AliSLE asked the Attorney-General 
if the bill de6ning tho powers, privileges 
and immunities of the Legislative Assembly 
woultl he rotroaotivo in scope. 

Hon. Mil. Havik replied that it was nob 
competent for the House to pass retroactive 
legislation. He stated that the House had 
abundant authority for its action, irrespec- 
tive of any legislation that might have been 
passed since. Hut in matters of this kind 
it was well to have the powers of this House 
established. Although it was not neces- 
sary, he inclined to the ojiinion that the pro- 
visions of the Legislative Assembly bill could 
bo mailo to apply. THs reason for this 
was that by the Legislative Assembly 
bill, no new olTenco had been created. It 
was one tiling to create a new oU'ence, and 
another thing to invest a tribunal, with 
power to try a case. Matters of procedure 
were always ret reactive. For instance, sup- 
pose a law should he passed that all debts 
up to l?-J()l) should he recovered before u 
justice of the peace, this law would clothe 
tho justices of the peace with power to try 
and sit in judgement on delits ccmtracted 
before the law came into fiu-co. Under tlie 
statute (Legislature liill) a court of extra- 
ordinary jurisdiction was created, hu*, there 
was no reason for assuming that the crea- 
tion of the new court would have any edcct 
whatever upon tho legal status of the de- 
fondant's case. This was a good case to find 
out what powers the House had, iiiaamiicli 
as the defendants were willing to he made 
martyrs of. In reply to the statement of 
the hon. menibor for Westminster city that 
the defendants had practically made an 
apology for the article complained of, he 
(Mr. Davie)— and be thought every other 
hon. member with a right sense of duty- 
only looked upon the alleged apology as a 
gross aggravation of tho oEFenoe. As it was 
now, t he committoo having reported that 
thi! case should bo gone on with, ho (Mr. 
Davie) thought it would be fair to give the 
defendants a chance to apologize for tho 
wrong they had committed. 

Mil. .Skmlin advanced tho theory that 
tho publishers of the Columbian should not 
he punished for expressing honest opinions, 
however erroneous those opinions should be. 
Supposing, or admitting, that those pub- 
lishers had been guilty of an error of judg- 
ment, what good would be done in summon- 
ing thoui to the bur? I'rovided the 
House bad a legal power to do what was 
now proposed, it would be an act of 
tyranny to exercise this power to its fullest 
extent. The House would not add to its 
dignity in any way, but would he making 
its members supreinoly ridiculous in the 
eyes of all sensible people in tho province. 
He claimed that the publishers of the 
Columbian had apologized for anything 
libellous they had said. 

Mr. Cotton reviewed the circumstances 
of the case, and claimed that to act as it 
was now proposed to act would be to place 
the House in a false position. To carry out 
the course proposed would not add to tho 
dignity of the House. He would not say 
that the House had not been aggrieved; but 
thought the present action was wrong 
Hvery dispassionate man must feel that bill 
No. 71 , defining the powers of privilcgr s and 
immunilies of the Legislative Assembly bad 
been passed simply for the purpose of deal 
ing with this especial case. The matter 
should he let drop just where it was now, 

Mil. IIai.I, exiiressed the surprise ho felt 
at tho positiou taken by tho bon. members 
who wished to see the matter drojiped. He 
thought it should be carried right to the 
end — not out of vindictiveness, but out of 
honor and siinjilo justice to itself. 

Mr. Swoiii) moved tho adjournment of 
the debate. 

Hon. Mu. Roiwon claimed that this was 
a move to aliirk the whole thing, as jiroro 
gation was so near at hand that if there 
was an udjnurnment to be made, it would 
simply stop the whole proceedings. 

After remarks by Hon. Mr. Heaven, tho 
motion to adjourn the debate was lost on 
the following division, viz.:

Hon, Mr. Roiison said that this inustion 
had now come down .to a straight party 
question, so far as tho Opposition was con- 
cerned, except for two noble examples, wliu 
stood out as they had started. But fo 
hon. members of tliis House to go back and 
talk about the (|uedi()n of whether there 
had been a libel or not, was idle, that (jues- 
tion having been settled by tho House long 
ago. Furthermore, the Hiuise had proceed- 
ed regularly and according to all parlia- 
mentary authorities, and now it was pro- 
posed to take a further step which was in 
lierfect harmony with what had been done 
in the i)ast. He argued that the bill passed 
this session detininj, the powers, ]Hivileges 
and immunities of the Legislative .Assembly 
made practically no dilfcrence in the case, 
as the power had jireviously existed under 
the Constitution Act, otherwise how could 
the Legislature deline something which 
never existed ? 'i'he proper place, he said, 
for an apology to bo made for the lihel that 
had been perpetrated was at the Bur of the 
House, and to say, as the hon. member 
for Westminster City had said, that 
the newspaper which had offended had 
aiiologizcd was incorrect. The language 
used was to the offeot that the members of 
the committee had been corrupt. What 
did that mean except that they had been 
bought ? That was the logical conclusion 
any one would oonie to from the use of sush 
words. And yet the hon. member for 
Wcstmin.ster rity thought an apology had 
been ofl'ered in the following language 
(Columbian, March l-'lth): — 

Tlie lariKuane r(;rlaiidv may have been 
HlroiiK. but. alter all tiiaL bad' been said and 
done in the matter, and. taking into account 
the irrcKolar, obviously nnjust. and hih'h- 
lumiled act ion] ini 1 ho premi.ses, of botli the 
Attorney-tJeiieral and the majority of tho 
Private Dills Commiltee— all of which was 
capped by the audacious attempt to stranjjle 
and bury tho bill, with indecent haste, and in 
an unwarranted manner — wo submit that 
Btront; iinpressionH, if not exactly Jusiillablo, 
wore, at tho least, excusidde, under the cir- 
cumstances. 

It was ridiculous, continued Mr. Robson, 
to imagine that any such so-called apology 
as this could bo accepted. 

Mr. Brown rose to a point of order. Ho 
had not stated that this was an apology. 

Hon. Mr. Rouson quoted tlio words tho 
hon. mombor for Westminster City had 
used, which had been to the eiTeot that the 
newspaper had made an apology. Tho ar- 
ticle was 110 apology at all. It was siinply 
a repetition of the charge. 

Mr. Brown — I did not quote that part of 
the article. 

Hon. ^Iii. Ronso.v — But I say to that 
hnn. gentleman through jou, Mr. .Speaker, 
that be did use the words I have said, luid I 
In not go back on my statement. He (Mr. 
Kobaon) continued that it was no matter, 

ough, what the hon. member for West- 
minster city said, or if ho had no )dace in 
the House at all, or, as a matter of fact, 
if he had no existence in the uni- 
verse — the facts were the same, and 
tho House bad all tho documents and pa- 
pers before it, and could judge for itself. It 
was now proposed to bring the publisher» 



of the dehimatory article before tho bar of 
the Houao, and it was perhaps a little too 
early to say what tliou would bo done. His 
(Mr. Robson's) impression, though, was, 
that all that would bo recpiired of them, 
would be that they should make a proper 
apology, and if the publishers of that nowa- 
paper were gentlemen, thoy would hasten to 
make that apology, and the proper place for 
them to make it, was at tho bar of tho 
House. . 

Mr. HlTNTER said that ho proposed doing 
in this case what ho never did before. Ho 
would move the previous question.

day. There is one hour in each day for 
rest or recreation, but tho givini; of this 
is left to tho diacrotion of the head uurae, 
and in case of a very busy tiino would not 
be expected. Four e\ening'a in tho 
week, after sovoii o'clock, when hospital 
duties nro done, come tho doctor's loo- 
tures ; these are on four subjects, — phy- 
siology, aiiiitoiny, niaturia inedicii, and 
obstetrics, aud are given bj' dillerotit luc- 
turura. In addition there is a " Quiz" 
cla.sa once a week, conducted by tho su- 
poriiitondent of the Training school, who 
lueations tho youiig women on the diller- 
enl branches of nursing. Halt of Sunday 
our young friend hna to lioraulf, besides 
half of one other day in tho week- ; yon 
may lio sure she takes aclv:uitago of these 
h:iH' holidays to enjoy the freali air, of 
which sliu in so nuioh in need ; Sunday 
ha.s fewer duties, owing to the rule that 
there shall bo iif> operations performed 
oil that day. Examinations aro held 
twice a year, and if Mias Canadienno is 
niodonitely bright she will liavi; no diffi- 
culty in passing them, after hor daily 
practicid experience and nightly instruc- 
tion. Every nurao must do four months' 
night duty during her course, taking si.x 
or eight weeks at a time ; the hours are 
then from seven p. m. till seven a. m., 
the day, of course, boiiij:; taken for rest. 
All the wotild-be nurses aro on ]>robiition 
for two niontliH, at the end wf which time 
tho auporintendent accepts in' rejects 
tlioin ;is alio .see's whether or not they aro 
capable of pert'oriiiiiig the work before 
them.

My last letter was written at Beatiice, 
Neb., at ft hotel which was on lire, mid 
as a number of errors have crept into the 
press regarding niy bravery at this groat 
tire, known as the Paddock IIoiiso lire, 1 
will say that I did nothins; at tliat tiino 
that was not niy plain duty ; nothing that 
I would not do a^ain. 1 would have 
been le.s3 tlian man if 1 had shrank from 
my duty at that tiino. 

I was ouyayed in writing, in fact, had 
just seated iiiyaolf and Icjaded up my aty- 
lographic pen \vith bluing, which 1 carry 
with ine, and was just about to think, 
preparatciiy to writing, when the shrill

cry of lire was seen appmauhing, and a 
lire laddie, in leas time tlian it takes to 
tell It, was up my window like a squirrel, 
playing tho hoao on a beautiful and elab- 
orate scarlet embroidered nightie of mine 
which hung over fche'head of my oouoh. 

The statement in the Nebraska papers 
that I was perfectly cool even at tirat is 
very kind, but not borne out by the facta. 
I was not real cool till tho hose company 
had been playing on mo for acme little 
time. 

Regarding my heroism in saving the 
life of a Blender and beautiful dining 
room girl, or doughnut lady, I will say 
that the press, especially uf Omaha and 
Beatrice, has erred iii its enthusiasm and 
haste to do mo a favor altogether out of 
proportion to the act of courage and horo- 
jsru itself. 

1 always, while stopping at a hotel, 
very early decide in my own mind which 
of the dining room girls 1 would save in 
case of fire. This I do invariably while 1 
am perfectly cool, knowing that should a 
fire break out I might in the wild excite- 
ment of the moment rescue right and left 
witliout ;iny discretion or sense. Once 1 
rescued a shrouded ligiu'o in tlie darkness 
and uncertainty of ni.'jht, and when 1 
took her to tlie light and got three re- 
porters there to take down what she 
might say by way of thanks, I found when 
it was too lato that she was a little color- 
ed bootblack who could neither read nor 
write. 

The dining room girl wliom I rescued 
at Beatrice was heavier than 1 had su;)- 
posed, and 1 had not moro than half 
rescued her before I regretted it. How- 
ever, as I reached the foot of the fiist fire 
escape she returned to consciousness and 
sprang out of my arms with a cry of hor- 
ror. 1 calinod her, liowever, so that her 
fears at last vanislied, and with a deej) 
drawn sign, liaviiig ah-eady noticed that 1 
was very much out of breath, slie Unik 
me over her shoulder and carried mo t(j 
the foot of the fire escape. 



I notice recently that King Humbert of 
Italy has severely criticised tho Roman 
fire department, and 1 agree with him 
that it needs a thorough overhauling. 

Having seen tho Roman fire department 

myself, 1 would say that the insurance 
c<iui]i.iMy tli.at would take a risk in llouie 
would deserve to die in want. 

In the lir.st ])lacc, the Kumaii hii.se i.s 
decayed. It would mil hold niilrnail ties 
or hoop poles. 1 did not get to see Hum- 
bert while I was there, but I wrote him a 
well timed note regarding his lire depart- 
ment, and in that note 1 said that if ho 
Would give lus.-i attention to his personal 
aiijiuciiaiice ami mure to the i(iiestion of 
the Roman lire departuieiit lie would 
make a hit. 

This winter has jiroven what 1 said to 
bo true. 1 wrote a piece also for tlie Ro- 
man morning paper — Tho Roman Candle, 
it was called— a ]iiece which 1 .siL'iied 
" \'erita,s," and in which 1 .s;ii(l it was 
timu Lu call a hall. Tlu! piece wa.s never 
])ulilislu-il, and I had t(i le.ave Hume be- 
fore 1 had gi.l uiy visit iiul un account of 
it. There were some good |)oints in it 
too. 1 managed to mildly njist Humbert 
in it, and got off two or throe good hical 
hits in the piece ; then 1 got it put into 
good Italian by the restaurant where 1 
stojiped while in Itouu!. 

This winter lluinlieit was out to see a 
Roman lire, and the de|iartnu'nt did not 
reach the scene fur ;ui hour and a half. 
Over 7,000,000 francs worth of property 
' was dustroyed. One engine tipped over 
on the way to tho tire, and tho others 
miglit as well have done so, for tho hose 
would not hold water even tho coarse 
and impregnable water nf i;(jnie. 



The water <if Kume is in many respects 
like that of Me.\ico Mo. We stopped 
there for hmeh not long ago. ^Mexico. 
Mo., ia one of the tluivint; and thorough- 
ly prosju'rous towns of that prosperous 
and now rapidly grov.'ing state. But tho 
waters of Mexico, Mo., like the bi ard bill 
of a man who boarded at our house once 
while engaged in upbuilding his fellow 
man, still rcmain.s unsettled. 

'I'he water of .Mexico tastes some of 
JoUersoii City, but has u strong flavor of 
Callaway county. Wo went to tho wash 
biisin at tho eating works and turned on 
tho faucet, but bdoii had to poke out tho 



water with a stick. At tablb I sieked for 

ft glass of water and tho colored man and 
brother went to this same faucet to got 
niy glass filled. A man in Mexico who 
had been drinking c(jnsidorably, and was 
said to have his skates on a groat deal of 
the time, told rao wliilo 1 steadied him up 
against tho dcpot,tlmt his'only reason for 
drinking was that he had to cut away tho 
sandbars in his uystoiii every few days or 
run aground. 

Mexico is at tho confluonco of tho Al 
ton branch with tho Wabash railroad 
The branch, as it ia called, ia a road which 
runs from Cedar City, opposite Jofleraon 
City, or Jeff, as it is called, to Jlexico. 
In starting from Jofl" wo got on a four 
horao 'bus at the hotel, filling it inside 
and climbing to the deck and covering 
tho entire outside to a depth of four foot. 

Wo rodo sonio distance to tho forrj' 
across the Missouri, sometimes riding on 
four wheels and then gayly tooling along 
on one. I could feel my late liair turn- 
ing gray. 

On the way we passed tho humble cot 
of a colored woman who lives on the cor- 
ner and who is tho mother of two bright 
little twins known as Eyether and Nye- 
ther. Kacli passenger bad some bright 
little ej)isode to gel oil' at the expense of 
the broad and massive mother, but she 
took our sallies good naturedly and re- 
plied with many a little esprit du corps 
of her own.

I can truly 
say tlnit 1 never saw a sadder siglil in 
tho nautical line than the steamer which 
treads the dusty road between .left' and 
Ced.ar Cit5'. As we approached the mud 
pie which ia used as a landing, our driver 
aoundodthoaackbut fortho old colored ine- 
briaco who acts as crew to lower the 
draw-bridge. Tho latter is an old and 
well gnawed collection of warped fence 
boards, .nie corner of which curls up like 
the too of a burned boot. 

When tho omnibus passes over this 
bridge tho entire crow liaa to stand on 
this corner to hold it down or the wheels 
will not go over, but the crew had been 
out tho night before attending a dinner 
iven by a board of trade, 1 think, and 
e did not have entire cuntrtd of hia fa- 
culties, so he neglected to st^md on the 
warped gang plank, and a serious acci- 
dent was only prevented by getting oil' 
the bus and lifting it on the boa'. 

Tho boat itaolf is broad auiidships, with 
no saloon to speak of, though if ymi are 
ac(|uainted with the pilot you can get 
something out of his overcoat ])ocket 
which will answer every purpose it is 
said. 

The train doea not start until this boat 
ots across, no matter when that is, and 
it ia very uncertain, for the boat might 
spring aleak and fill full of sand in a 
little while.

INDIAN GHOST DANCE. 

In the Evansville Courier, Lieutenant 
McCarthy says: — "Tho tradition of an 
Indian ghost dance has been fre(|Uontly 
explained, but it still retains its interest. 
It is a tradition with tho Indians that 
once a jirincess while wandering in the 
woods was conceived of a child, which 
was of divine origin. Sho returned to 
camp, and tho birth of tho child was pro- 
claimed from tribe to tribe. Tho occa- 
sion of its birth was celebrated by festiv- 
ity. Fearing that the young child would 
grow to manhood and ho po.sso8aod of too 
much influence, several Indian medicine 
men decided to [lut to death the princess 
and child. On entering the camp of the 
[irincoas they wore confronted by the 
idiild, who had suddenly grown to man- 
hood, and who stood in defence of his 
mother's life. Healising this miraculous 
or divine act, the medicine men repented 
of their sins, and wore afterwards devout 
followers of the iirincess and son, who 
fought all of their battles victorious- 
ly.

I'revious to the uprising of 
the Indians a gr(uip of meilicine men 
were in comniuiiication with the Messiah, 
who ajipeared on a cloud. .\s a proof of 
his being, he held in his hand a saucer of 
water, of which all drank, and their thirst 
was appeased, yet the saucer was still full 
of water. Tho alleged experience of this 
group of inedicinc men was sent to the 
m.'iiiy Indi.aii tribes, and the L;liost dance 
was immediately inaugurated as a conse- 
(juonce. The mere announcement that 
tho Messiah was coming all'ected over TOO 
or 800 Indians. Jlen often, like maniacs, 
would run from the camp for miles to 
meet tho Groat Spirt whicli they thought 
had come. " 



LITTLE WORRIES. 

Men and women mei:t tlie small trou- 
bles of life very differently. In the first 
place, a woman often lacks that sense of 
proportion which is necessary to distin- 
guish the lesser from the greater ills ; to 
her, all troubles are of the greatest inaLX- 
uilude and to ho mcjurned ecpially. The 
failure of a new dress or of a dinner-))arty 
are calamities over which she will some- 
times worry herself into a fovor. Mosl 
men would moot similar troubles wiih a 
shrug of tho shoulders and then speedily 
forget them. Then, again, a woman ihies 
not forget easily, and is given to brood- 
ing ; nor is she .so swift lo run away from 
her troubles as a man is.

In any 
small misfortune which falls equally upon 
husband and wife, in nine eas'jf> out of 
ten, wlieie thu in;in resolutely refuses to 
remember it and liaslens to turn his 
thoughts into .some other channel, the 
w<jnian will suein to lake aliuosl a per- 
verse pleasure in riicalliug it to her mind 
and reflecting upon its actual and possible 
consequences. Much of this diireronco in 
their doinoanor is, of course, due to the 
difreronco of their life. A man can easily 
run out of doors and seek distraction, 
whereas .a woman's lot is to remain at 
home and think, indeed, we should say 
that very niueh was owing to the greater 
op|joi iuiiily that a Wiuiian possesses of 
contemplating her worries and brooding 
over thom. Yet it is hardly fair to as- 
sume that, because a woman appears to 
he more airoctod by siuiill worries, that, 
therefiu'e, she has more to bear. There 
are plenty nf siii.-dl wiu'ries outside those 
of tlie house, which last, we admit, fall 
mostly to the woman's share— indeed, in 
the actual sharing of these little woes we 
should say that tlio man generally comes 
oil tho worse, for when the cook is imper- 
tinent, or a chimney smokes, tho master 
of the house is almost always called in to 
lend his aid and sympath}', whereas lie 
can hardly count upon much help or sym- 
pathy from liis wife when his own soul is 
vexed by the shortcomings of his clerk.

It stands to reason that one who 
makes any .siiecialty a study knows moro 
about it thiin one who is ignorant of its 
first principles. .More harm is worked to 
tho average complexion through ignorsmt 
cxiierinienting by tho women them- 
selves than from any other cause. 

The beautifying iiaraphenialia of every 
woman interested in face culture today 
includes a set of from six to eight bot- 
tles of liquids of various colors — cream, 
white, yellow, pink, red and froth — in 
!iU stages of liquidity, from clear water 
to muddy oil, and one or two jars of 
lardlike cream — not for external apiili- 
cation as a cover, but to work into tho 
pores in consecutivo order for tho nour- 
ishment of the dying sldii.

.PRETTY CONCEITS. 



A Number of Uses to Wlilcli tlio Octavo 
Knvoliii>o May Ho I'ut. 

An ordinary octavo onvelopo Is a com- 
mon enough thing, but, opened and em- 
ployed as a pattern, it will aid you in 

lualdng articles wliosd use and beauty 
will surprise you. Wheri tho cnvelopo 
has been aiiguniniod, lay it flat on a 
sheet of water color [laper and di-aw the 
pattern lightly with pencil, enlarging it 
to any dimensions, but keeping the pro- 
portion of parts. Cut out with scissors 
or knife all but iho outer flaps; those 
aro to havo torn edges. Fold tho now 
onvelopo in shapic, gumming it all ex- 
cept tho last flap. When dry, shade tho 
front and back with cobalt blneih water 
color, from deep color on one sido to 
palest bluo on tho other. Then lay 
aside to dry while yon are preparing a 
sheet of cotton wadding just large 
onongli to fill it. 

This is pulled apart, some sachet pow- 
der put in and tho cotton folded together 
again. Next paint on tho front of the 
onvelopo three or four largo daisies, out- 
lining tho petals with deep cobalt bluo. 
The centers aro indicated by a dash of 
gilding, and tho edges of tho envelope 
are finished with it also, a tiny lino, 
scared}' showing unless one looks at the 
edge. In.sort tho perfumed cotton, seal 
tho envelope and put an irreg'ul.ar splash 
of gold to ri']iresent the seal. If you 
wish, print in fancy gold lettering on tho 
front some apiiropriate words. This 
idea can be carried out with difleront 
colored paints, lavender, for example, 
when heliotrope or violet perfume is 
u.sed, rose color with roso powder, etc. 
Tho flowers to correspond may be paint- 
ed outside. 

Take your pattern again and cut out 
of the paper as before a large envelope, 
which when folded will bo six inches

high and correspondingly brood, with 
torn edges to the flaps. Cut from bristol 
board a Hlte envelope, a trifle smaller, 
to servo as a lining. This must bo cov- 
ered with China silk of a huo to match 
tho shading you put on the envelope. 
Tiio whole Is intended for a letter pock- 
et, and after tho shading is done — on 
the hack only, for tho front of tho en- 
velope will become tho back of tho lot- 
tor pocket — put in the silk covered bris- 
t(5l board. Tho upper flap will of course 
bo left up and a loose puff of silk around 
the opening may be caught in places 
over tho edges, thus serWng to fasten 
tho lining without showing any stitches. 
If preferred, the lower part of tho en-, 
volope, instead of beiug gmnmed to- 
gether, may be out so the edges will 
meet, ljut not lap, and may be laced to- 
gether with silk cord. Tho samo idea 
may be [leveloiie<l into a glove, handker- 
chief or cravat case, though of course 
theso must all bo made to close and not 
hang on tho wall. For tho gloves and 
cravats tho envelopes must bo very long 
and narrow. They should, moreover, be 
scented and have silken cords attached 
to their flaps to tie them with. 

One of the large envelopes, not lined, 
but tinted on both sides and omameuted 
on the front would be a suitable gift for 
a friend going traveling. Inside aro put 
tiny envelopes, all tinted to corres]iond — 
om; holding pins and safety pins, one a 
little address book, one a calendar. An- 
other may contain a memorandum book 
with a bit of pencil attached, a fifth 
holds court pl.-ister ami a sixth is for 
penis am! p;)sta'-;o st.unps. Each small 
envelope sliouUl be labeled with the 
iianio of its contents. 

Ono of these tinted envelopes, tho 
right size, will make a very pretty case 
tor photographs to lay on a table. Still 
another can be made to do duty for 
holding a supply of stationery.

On the Gthdayof April, 1873, the Loii 
don Times hud about twenty lines of 
mutter on the straugo case of the brig 
Little Queen, of Sydney, Australia. It 
was stated that she had boon abandoned 
in New Zealand waters and picked up by 
the Imrk' Union , of Melbourne, but no 
particulars were given. I purpose to give 
them to you now, and to tell you an in 
torcsting story just as it occurred. 

In November, 1872, 1 was mate of the 
Sp'fbark Union on a voyage from Melbourne 
^ ' to New Caledonia. She was command by 
Captain Thomas Davidson, and was a 
8uug, stanch craft and well found in all 
particulars. I had made two voyages in 
her from Australia to New Zaaliuid, and 
no sailor could ask for a better berth 
Wo were now tilled up with dry good.s, 
groceries, hardware, seeds, boots and 
shoos and other goods in demand by the 
islanders to the northeast and were u 
make a trading voyage. 

• When I came on deck at midnight on 
the night of Nov. 2(5 to relieve tho second 
mate, I found tho bark drifting about 
liko a log. There wasn't a breath of air 
moving, and tho ocean was (juiet except 
for tho ground swell, which is ever at 
work. It was a starlight night, and yet 
there was a haze which darkened the 
stars and circumscribed the vision. The 
man at tho wheel had nothing to do, and 
though tho lookout was wide awake, as 1 
convinced myself as soon as I took charge 
of the deck, there was no reason to be 
liuvo that anything short of a sudden 
broach by a whale would put us in dan 
,- -ger. I had killed about half an hour's 
time when I was hailed by the lookout. 
As I went forward ho said : 

" Mr. Haskall, it seems to rao that I 
catch queer sounds over the starboard 
bow, and 1 wish you would listen with 
me." 

"What do you mean by queer sounds?" 

t Tasked as 1 wont forward to the heel of 
the bowsprit with him. 
■ •> Why, sir, it's like a man crying out 
<; for help, only he is a long ways off. I 
heard it as soon as I came on watch." 

All tho others in my watch had tum- 
bled up when 1 did, but with tho excep- 
tion of "relieving tho wheel and lookout 
there was nothing to be done, and the 
others were sleeping as they sat with 
their backs against the bulwarks. 

I listened intently for four or five min- 
utes, but caught no sound, and was about 
to turn away when the lookout raised his 
hand in warning, and 1 plainly heard tho 
sounds he had referred ts. As there was 

rg, no air stirring, it was difficult to locate 
them. As they camo out but faintly it 
« was hard to judge what caused them. On 

I /"shore you might have called them the 
cries of night birds or the croakings of 
frogs. A.t sea, when such sounds come 
to your ears, you instantly think of wrecks 
drifting about or people dying of hunger 
and thirst in small boats. 1 remained 
right there until tho sounds were repeated 
twice over, and then I agreed with the 

^^^-lookout that they came to us over the 
starboard bow. Being satisfied that the 
cries wore from some one in distress, I 
called tho captain and ho ordered me to 
send up two skj'-rockcts and burn a port 
fire. These things would bo a reply to 
tho castaways, and if they wore on a 
wreck and could not reacli us they would 

. ; feel assured that we would stand by them 
and begin a search as soon as daylight 
came. 

All the men in my watch were aroused, 
and all gathered ni the bows to listen for 
any further calling. The sounds came 
every few minutes, and in about an hour 
it was evident that tho castaways were 
coining nearer. In fifteen minutes more 
wo could make out a man's voice shout- 
ing : Bark ahoy — ahoy ! For Ood's 
.sake, don't go away and leave mo I" 

1 now burned another port tire, and 
before my two hours wore up wo could 
faintly make out a craft of some sort to 
the west of us, while the voice of the man 
'Sounded almost as plain as if he were 
aboard of us. He shouted the same thing 
over and over, and I finally answered 
him and asked him to bo patient fur an 
hour longer. Wo might have lowered a 
.'. boat and made an investigation, but to 
■ ' tell the truth every one of us was a bit 
nervous, and the thing lyid an uncanny 
look. We didn't propose to run into any 
trap in the darkness. After my answer- 
ing the man lie becaino (juiot, and we 
lieard no more from hiin fur ,i, long timo. 

Althougli uiy watcli was up at 2 o'clock, 
not one of us turned in, and tho old 
watch also kejit the deck. We wanted 
to see daylight come and investigate the 
situation. Between 2 o'clock and day- 
light the strange craft we sighted through 
the gloom approached us so near that one 
could have thrown a stone aboard ; that 
is, the two crafts approached each other, 
drawn together by that peculiar magnet- 
ism of the salt waters on two wooden 
bodies which men ef science cannot ex- 
, plain. I have seen thie same thing in 
case of two water casks, two small boats, 
and oven of two dead and lloatnig human 
bodies. 

When daylight iinally came, there sho 
was only '300 feet away, broadside on, 
but her bows pointed to the contrary way. 
She was a small, snug, brig, with all her 
canvas properly stowed and everything 
alow and aloft in trim condition. A man 
was loaning over her low bulwarks, look- 
ing full at us, as wo were tit him, and not 
a word was spoken ftjr five minutes. 
Prom tho moment wo caught sight uf hiui 
wo decided that ho was all .alone on the 
brig. By and by Captain Davidson called 
to him from the quarter deck : 

" Brig ahoy ? What's the matter ?" 

The man moved a bit, but never opened 
his mouth to speak. 

As tho brig had no signal of distress 
"ilying and was apparently all right, the 
conduct of the man struck us as most 
singular. 

After a brief consultation with me the 
captain hailed again : 

" You there, on board tho brig — what 
do you want ? Have you gone daft that 
you cannot undcistand and answer ?" 
use ; If the man had been a stone ligure 
A''iashed to the rail he could not have re- 
' mained more quiet so far as we could see. 

•.'.Lower tho boat and board him, Mr. 
Haskall !" snapped the captain as he lust 
[lis patience. " He's tho queerest sailor, 
;ind f-'iis is the queerest adventure I've 
had tc do with. Bettor take your revol- 
ver along. " 

In ton minutes wo wore under tho bows 



of the brig. As soon as wo left the bark 
the man suddenly disappeared. As I 
caught her chains and began climbing up 
he appeared on the bows with a 'capstan 
bar to oppose mo. However, wliou 1 cov- 
ered him with my revolver he retreated, 
and as I reached the dock ho disiqipuared 
down tho companion way. I called up 
two men and followed him. Thoy armed 
themselves with belaying pins, and after 
a search of tho main cabin wo found the 
fellow stowed away in the capttiin's state- 
room. He made no resistance, but wo 
no sooner had him out than he began 
weeping and bogging of us not to harm 
him. For a time wo thought (le had lost 
his reason, inul 1 believe ho had a close 
call for it. After a couple of hours, how- 
ever, during which idl of us treated liim 
with the utmost kindness, he began to 
mend, and before tho day was over wo 
had tho most of his story. But for the 
proofs at hand wo should have passed it 
by as a yarn to amuse sailers olF watch. 

Thi.s was November, asl have told you. 
Fight months i)roviou3ly the brig had sail- 
ed out of Sydney on her way to New Zoa- 
liuid. After leaving her port sho had not 
even been spoken, and weeks before wo 
found her she was listed as probably lost. 
Everything wont fairly well aboard for 
the Qrat Aveok out, though the winds were 
light and contrary. Then the mate of 
the brig, who from all accounts was a 
brutal fellow, began knocking tho men 
about in a way which bred a mutiny. 



the man who stood looking over tho rail 
at us when we sighted the brig on that 
November morning. 

Tho craft drifted to tho oast with wind 
and current, and finally entered tho south 
Pacific. All sail had boon taken in and 
Hastings could do nothing to chock her 
drift. She drove as the winds and cur- 
rents happened to catch her, but mainly 
to tho cast. Timo and again tho lone 
man contemplated suicide. Ho no longer 
cared for rum, and as soon as night had 
come he was afraid of his own company. 
There was Hever a night when ho did not 
bear the boy on tho raft hailing him and 
bogging to bo taken aboard. Once, 
driven to distraction by tho luneliiieas of 
his situation, ho leaped ovurljuard, but 
tlie thought of being devoured by u shark 
brought about u reaction, and ho rescued 
himself. He clotu-Iy remembered the day 
and date when the brig wont adrift. He 
had been afloat just sixty-three days when 
we sighted him. Din ing tho first two 
weeks ho had watched tlio ci^niijasa and 
noted the gouerjd direction ut liij diiit, 
but after that he lost all intoruat. lie 
must hive gone to tho southeast or he 
would have brought up among some of 
the islands of tho Paumotu gronp. With 
a change of wind and current ho had been 
slowly returned south of his track. Ho 
was going to tho west when we found 
him. 

When asked if he had sighted no sail 
in his long dnft Hustings replied that ho 



WALT WHITMA-N. 
An AtitobtOBrapIoal Tribute. 

What Whitman aimed to accomplish 
may bo learned from his own description 
of his vorso and its motive. It is as fol- 
lows : 

It is true of nearly all poets, but parti- 
cularly true of the minor poots, tliat they 
have selected only the delicate things, tho 
mere prottinesses for poetic treatment. 
The noble Greek poets seeraied to think 
only tho gods and their works wore 
worthy of celebration. Shakspearo wrote 
chieflj' of kings, but it has been my favor- 
ite ide.'i to give expression to nature as we 
actually find it — tlio man, tho American 
man, tho laborer, baatman, and mechanic, 
The great painters wore as willing to 
paint a blacksmith as a lord. Why sho uld 
the poets only confide themselves to more 
sentiment ? Tho theologians to a man 
teach humility and that tlie body is tho 
sinful setting of tho immortiil soul. 1 
wish men to bo proud, to bo proud of 
their bodies, to look upon tho body as a 
thing of beauty, too holy to be abused by 
vice and debauchery. 

The fault 1 have to lind with Toiniyson, 
allhough ho is a master of his art, witii 
Longfellow, AVhittier, and. all the rest, is 
that they are too much like saints. Tho 
work of heaven is not done on the earth 
by means of saints. Nature is strong .and 
rank ; this ranknoas is seen everywhere ; 



allies flocked around him. A few months 
agoia' a^sketoh of V/hitman and an analy- 
ticol study of his works, published in the 
Century, Mr. Stedmau wrote of tho 
" Leaves of Grass :" 

His book was eminently ono with a 
purpose, or purposes, to which ho has 
been consistent. First, and chiclly, to 
fiBaert tho "Religion of Humanity" — the 
mystery and development of man, of wo- 
man ; the sufHciency of tho general plan ; 
tho inherent and equal nobility of our or- 
gans, instincts, desires ; the absolute 
equality of men, irrespective of birth and 
training. Secondly, to predict a superb 
illustration of this dovelopment in "Thcso 
States," the great republic of tlie present, 
tho pure doniucracy of tho future. Third- 
ly, to portray an archetypal microcosm, a 
man embracing in hh passionate and 
ideal syiiipathy all tho joys, sorrows, ap- 
petites, virtues, .sins, of all men, women, 
and children — himself being, doing, and 
siifi'oriiig with them — and that man Walt 
Whitman. Finally, and to lay the ground- 
work for a new era in litorature (in his 
view tho must essential .stimulant of pro- 
gress), tho "Leaves" wore written in con- 
tempt of established measures, formal 
rhymes, stock imagery, and diotion — and 
in a most irreguhir kind of dithyramb, 
which left tho hack reviewer scjiely in 
doubt whether it was verse broken oil' at 
hiqilitizard, or prose run mad. Whatever 
motives led to these results, wo must ad- 
mire tho courage of a poet who thus burn- 



SCIENOE IN A RESTAURANT. 

In a city restaurant, not far from Gov- 
ernment street, a gentleman of scientific 
turn of mind and possessed of a sharp, 
penetrating voice, raised a commotion the 
other day, which came near resulting in a 
riot. The scientific man was seated at a 
table with a spectacled npicurean, who 
had wine and many tempting dishes be- 
fore him and was doing justice to them 
all. Only a cold glass of ico-water and a 
huge slice of meringue pie decorated the 
plate in front of tho ascetic disciple of 
science. Ho took a robust mouthful of 
pio, washed it down with ioe-water and 
sj)oko as follows to his companion : — 
' ' Yes, sir, science has pronounced against 
tho average consumer of alcoholic liquids. 
Your system becomes saturated with tho 
alcohol, and no medicine can have its full 
efl'oct upon ytmr system. Your mudei-ale 
drinker is more in danger than tho man 
wlio goes on occasional big si)rec3, for tho 
latter, when he sobers up, throws ofl' tho 
alcoholic effects and liis system resumes 
its normal condition. Now that claret 
wine you are drinking will shorten your 
life. You are now forty years old, you 
say. Without alcohol you would live 
until you roach tho ripe old age of seven- 
ty. As it is, you will probably die before 
you are sixty." 

Tho decree pronounced against the 
longevity of tho epicurean was delivered 
in a penetrating voice and distinctly 
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The lei«lM of Wit mutiny was perhaps 
hoping tor trouble, and perhaps ho 
schemed to bring it »bout, having plans 
of his own to furthar. At any nito, ti 
mutiny took place, bu;t without blood- 
shed. The captain and mate were sent 
idrift in the gig, having food and water 
Lo last them for two weeks, but provided 
mly with oara. They were never heard 
of again. 

I'he socond mate knew a little some- 
thing of iiaviiratiiiu, and though ho was 
not tlio loader of tlie mutiny he joined in 
with tho men ami was afterward made 
captain. Tho idea was to have " a good 
time," and tlio brig was headed up for the 
Feejee islands. There were five men, a 
boy and the cook in her crew, and the 
first move after securing possession was 
to serve out rum. It wiis nothing short 
of a miracle lliat the craft was not lost. 
.Some of liur iiioii were mure or less intux- 
icated all tho time, and disputes and 
fights wore of daily occurrence. Unless 
there seemed to bo positive danger of dis- 
aster the sails wore not handled at tdl, 
and much of the timo the brig took caro 
uf herself while the men ate, dr.ank and 
played cards and ended up in a light. 
.Sails were sighted now and then, but 
none passed near enough tu identify her. 

About two weeks after the nmtiiiy the 
loader, whoso name was Uuss, and who 
had come out tu Australia as a convict, 
decided that tho apprentice boy, who was 
only fourteen years old and on his first 
voyage, would bo a dangerous witness 
again.st them in case they wore ovorliaul- 
ed. He had said to ono of tho men that 
ho would tell tho truth if opportunity was 
given, and after holding a council over 
his case it was agreed that he must be got 
rid of. It was at first decided to kill 
liim, but two or three of the crow opposed 
tho murder and ho was tiiriiod adrift on a 
auiall raft with a limited ([Uantity of pro- 
visions. Tlio weather v.'as very fine and 
tho sea calm, and ho was in sight for 
liuurs. Ono uf tho singular things in this 
story is the fact that tho bov WOS picked 
uji two days later by a French schoolship 
and was^ landed after some months at tho 
Uajie of (iood liojie. 

After weary weeks tho brig reached tho 
islands and giivo out that she was a trader. 
She did little trading, however, and when 
tho suspicions of tho natives on one island 
became in-oiised sho sailed fur another. 
A t every stop two or three natives were 
picked lip to do tho work aboard, and 
somotinies the whole croiv lived iislioro 
hu' a week or two and let the brig ride at 
anchor and take caro of herself. She was 
at anchor at ono of tho Friendly group 
named Joseph island, and tho crow wore 
camped tin shore, when one of them, 
named Hastings, went aboard after some- 
thing. Being half drunk at tho time ho 
fell asloej), and when ho awoke it was 
night ami the brig was adrift. Her cable 
had boon woakonud by grinding on the 
coral and bad finally parted. This was 



had seen half a score, but all afar off. 
The brig, luiving no stiil set, could have 
been iiassed very close without being no- 
ticed. Once a ship passed him within 
two miles, but as all the flags had boon 
t.'dvcn ashora tu decorate tho camp ho 
could not sot a makeshift signal until too 
lato to attract attention. Now and Iheii 
ho made a flare at night, but nothing over 
camo of it. He finally gave up .all hope, 
and a wool; lunger would doubtless have 
driven him to insanity. 

We tu(jk the brig into port and made a 
nice bit of salvage money bj' it, and, as 
in duty bound, turned Hastings over to 
tho law to deal with. He died, however, 
before going to trial, and so far as 1 know 
none of tho other niutiiieeis were over 
found and punished, though search was 
made for them by a man-of-w;ir for sever- 
al months.

"The cardinal defect lies in the class of 
men chosen as eloctiuii ofliccrH. It is 
almost incredible how freciuently all con- 
siderations of moral character or public 
credit are disregarded in lillihg those 
highly responsible jiositions. In 188C 
two of the judges of election, a fow days 
before they would otherwise liavo served 
as such at the pulls, cumiiiitted a murder, 
ft)r which they are nuw serving a long 
term in the penitentiary; and ono of the 
supervisors uf elections, when asked 
whether thoy w"uuld be removed, replied, in 
substance, that it depended upon whether 
thoy were or were not committed to jail. 
Had they been released on bail, they 
would have been thunght good oiiuugh 
judges of olootioii for Bidtimnro. Some 
thirteen such ollicers were convicted, 
during the ensuing year, of the grossest 
frauds in the discharge of their duties."

"Now, geutlenieii," he said, "in case 
of this woman here, certaiji tilings could 
be eonlideutly ailirmed from tlie condi- 
tion of her teeth." lie was proceeding 
to particularize, but just then the patient 
broke in upon him. " Please, sir," she 
said, as she took out her teeth, " I will 
hand them round ; the young gentlemen 
might like to look at them closer." 



COULD'NT PLACE HIM.

An obliging correspondent at Berlin 
gives currency to the statement that the

perial Majesty's Brandenburg speech. 
He adds that neither the Chancellor nor 
the Minister of .Justice knew of them be- 
forehand. It only remains to explain 
that the public prosecutors, in whoso 
names these proceedings wore begun, were 
not jjoraonally consulted about them. 
The law would have been set in motion 
by their managing clerks, but as all the 
clerks were just then taking their holi- 
days, the true author of the prosecutions 
was the ollice boy, and he has run away 
ami cannot bo found. It is not alleged, 
however, that any of the prosecutions 
have been quashed. What we are told is 
that they would be withdrawn if some 
responsible Minister would say ho disap- 
proved of them. The responsible Minis- 
ter had thus far omitted to make this re- 
mark. — N. Y. Tribune. 



THE FATHER OF PYTHIANISM. 

Uow he Became Inspired and Organized tUo 
Noble Order. 

.lustus Henry llathbone, founder and 
past supremo chancellor of the Kinghts 
of Pythias was born in the town of Deor- 
tield, Oneida county, N. Y., October 29, 
183!). His father, Jusius Hull Rathboiie, 
was a prominent lawyer in tlie City of 
I'tica, and Ins mother Sarah Elizabeth 
Dwight, was a lineal descendant of Joim- 
than Edwards. In 1857, the future 
founder of the order went to the copjier 
regions on Lake Superior, and while 
teaching school at Eagle Harbor, Michi- 
gan, during the fall and winter of i8T)S-b'J, 
lirst conceived the idea of the Knights (jf 
Pythias and wrote the ritual, taking as his 
basis .John Banim's play, which had been 
sent him as staco manager of an amateur 
dramatic association. Ho had previously 
soon the play acted, but was never struck 
with its peculiar litness for a fraternal 
secret society until reading it over alone 
in the liltle schoolroom at the Harbor. It 
was entirely by chance that it reached 
him ho having written for plays that con- 
tained the fewest female characters, as 
talent to take those parts was extremely 
scarce in the wild and sparaoly settled 
peninsula of Keweemaw. He was but 
nineteen years of ago at this time, and 
was not a member of ary secret society. 
After completing the three ranks of the 
ritual he folded the manuscript and laid 
it away, telling no one what ho had done. 
At the breaking out of the war, he, with 
others, formed a company of volunteers, 
hut on account of some informality it was 
not accepted by the governor, and its 
membera subsequently enlisted in other 
portions of the State. The death of his 
father about tho same time, caiisod the 
young ])edagogue to return East, and 
while on a visit to his only sister at Oer- 
iiiantown, I'a., he entered llie United 
States service and became clerk of the 
hospital at that place, Jlobert Allen 
Champion being chief stowart of tho in- 
.stitutioii. To him Brother Rathbone 
lirst communicated tho fact that he had 
written tho Knights of Pythias ritual. 



Brother Champion thought very well of 
it, and advised that when a favorable op- 
portunity olfered an attemjit should be 
made to organize a new society. This 
opportunity arrived shortly after both 
were transferred to Washington. There, 
on Monday evening, Februi^ry 15, 1804, 
in Brother Champion's room, in the bouse 
No. 309 F street, near the corner of 
Ninth, Brother Rathbone lirst obligated 
Robert Allen Champion, E. S. Kimball, 
David L. Burnett and W. 11. Burnett, 
and read to them the ritual. It was de- 
cided to form the tirat lodge exclusively 
among tho clerks in tho departments, and 
an adjournment was taken to Friday 
evening, February 1!), at which time tho 
Arion Glee Club (of which all but Mr. 
Champion were members) was to have a 
meeting for rehearsal in one of the lower 
rooms of Temperance Hall, on E street, 
between Ninth and Tenth. The rehear- 
sal was held early, and .after it was over, 
those present, by invitation, (all clerks in 
the department except . I. T. K. Plant), 
were obligated on a small bible given 
Brother Rathbone by hiu mother (a book 
which he presented to the Supreme L idge 
in 1876), and formed Washington Lodge 
No. 1, Knights of Pythias.

UNITED STATES NAVAL WEAK- 
NESS 

Tho outbreak of war with Chili would 
have disclosed the weakness of the coun- 
try. Before an army could have been 
transprirted from Ciiliforniii to Valparaiso, 
a fleet of transports would have been re- 
quired, and owing to the decline of the 
American coiimiercial marine these would 
not Imvy been available. No maritime 
nation can be considered in a proper 
state of prejiaration for war, oli'ensive or 
defensive, unless it has a tloet of fast 
merchant steamers which can be convert- 
ed into an auxiliaij? navy. If hostilities 
had arisen Chill would have employed 
the line vessels of its national line as 
cruisers tind tnuisiiorts, and tlie L'nited 
States would have had no merchmit ves- 
sels on tho Pacitic seaboard equ.il to them 
for war iiurposes. If there should be ;i 
sinuliir emergency on tho Atlantic side, 
tliero would be no merchant fleet under 
the .American flag available in a war with 
any Eurojiean maritime power. If an 
army, iiiureover, had been sent to Chili 
and tile American naval resources had 
been concentrated in that quarter for 
active operations and blockade duty, the 
California coast would have been defence- 
less, San Francisco exposed to attack 
from the most formidable Chilian war- 
ships, and tho Atlantic ports without 
adequate means of resisting long-range 
tire from such battle-ships as the Prat. 
Coast defence would become im issue of 
paramount iinport.anoe in any foreign 
war. It has seemed impracticable during 
the last decade to arouse public interest 
in this (piestion or to secure wise and 
comprehensive tictioii from Congress 
uiion it. A great nation, with unprotect- 
ed cities mi three seaboards, invites war 
by Its lack of preparation for it. — Now 
York Tribune.

In 
the village of Kolokoniaky I found seven 
men so emaciated with hunger that they 
ctmld not stand on their feot, and when 1 
gave them bretid tliey throw themselves 
upon it with such avidity that 1 feared 
they would choke themselves. Hunger- 
typhus is spreading everywhere.

mOROBES AND CARPETS. 

In our endeavor to be comfortable in 
this vale of tears there is a tendency to 

overlook tho elementary laws of hygiene, 
and in no respect, perhaps, more so than 
in the superabuiidanca of curtains and 
carpets — those iion-jxitentetl contrivances 
for hiudeting the free circulation of fresh 
air and stultifying nature's automatic ar- 
rangements for the deodorisation and dis- 
infection of our homes. Carpets are 
always objectionable when they are not 
designed t j permit of easy removal for 
cleansing purposes without tho necessity 
<jf turning a room topsy-turvy. In most 
houses tho houses the carpet only comes 
up once a year, by which time it is as full 
of microbes and accumulated filth as its 
interstices will allow. No wonder, then, 
if our rooms preserve a musty smell in 
sj)ite of periodical opening of windows 
and vigorous sweepings, which only dis- 
place a portion of tho dust to settle 
promptly elsewhere in some loss accessi- 
ble spot. Fixed carpets are oven more 
objectionable and unwholesome in bod- 
rooms, for there they absorb the fetid 
emanations of the night, and soak up 
various decomposable materials for future 
use. The ideal would bo a polished 
wooden floor garnished with ruga in sulll- 
cient number to give an aspect and feel- 
ing of comfort, while admitting of easy 
exposure to tho salutary influence of air 
and light. Hugs, carjiets, and curtains 
ought to he frequently hung up In the 
fresh air if they aro to remain sweet, nob 
once a month or year, but twice or thrice 
a week, if not oftener. At this price 
only can wo hope to deprive conlined 
spaces of their native unwholeaomeness, 
and the sooner houaowives lay this 
maxim to their hearts and act upon it the 
bettor. — Hospital Oazotto.
